Canberra survive

Canberra Arrows, reel-

The exceptions were a 
20th minute run by MacLa- 
ren that saw him muff a 
good chance when in a

goalkeeper Gary Meier 
and the other soon after- 
wards when Marshall 
Soper broke the defence 
only to shoot wide of the 
post. 

Perhaps Canberra's 
best chance came in the 
‘Mth minute when MacLa- 
fen made a run on the right 
and crossed high for Gary 
Byrne to meet the ball with 
his head 

The header seemed per- 
fect and Byrne was under- 
standably disappointed to 
see it skim the cross-bar 

Olympic’s best first half 
chance came right on the

well to save. 

An incredible seven mi- 
nute spell in the second 
half was what decided the

It began in the 53rd mi- 
nute with a Sydney Olym- 
pic corner on the left.

DON’T 
SUIT ALL

Having read Peter 
Sheean's letter replying 
to colleague Tom Ander- 
son's article on the 
“clock and dagger" 
plans for super on re- 
gionalised leagues, we 
felt we had to reply. 


While Mr Sheean, the 
NSL's commercial director 
is obviously sincere in his 
claim that all is above 
board and there are ongo- 
ing talks with the NSL ex- 
ecutive, officials, clubs and 
the ASF, he must realise 
that this is not enough for 
many officials in Australian 
soccer 

We have well meaning 

entiemen who believe 
they know what is best for 
the game, and no matter 
what is put up front, they 
will insist on going there 
‘own way. 

We would suggest to Mr 
Sheean that there are 
clubs and officials in NSW 
who are planning a Super 
League and would be hap- 
py to see only Sydney 
clubs involved 

From Victoria a sugges- 
tion has already come from 
Green Gully boss Guy Spi- 
teri, that Victorian State 
league clubs join with their 
current NSL teams, plus 


the two Adelaide NSL 
clubs, to form a regional 
league 

This will not suit al least 
four SA State league clubs 
who are preparing for a 
regionalised league 


And one only has to read 
Fred Villiers column in this 
newspaper a fortnight ago 
when he pleaded for the 
Victorians not to become 
involved in any national 
league or a regionalised 
one, lo realise the trend in 
Melbourne 


The tragedy of all this is 


that those people who now 
want to go back “to the 
way we were” forgel thal a 
national competition was 
set up because fans had 
become bored with the 
local fare 


And while there are 
some SA clubs who would 
take a punt on joining the 
SL or a regionalised set- 
up, there are others who 
would do anything to pre- 
vent such a move: 


They, like their Victorian

two or more geographical zones, with 10, 1 
or 14 teams in each. 

Unlike so many others in possession of 
innocent faith, | am not sure whether this will 
be for Australian soccer. 

hat is definitely not very healthy is the 
constant changing and chopping that seems 
to bedevil the game. 

People, often the most raging neophytes in 
the game, seek and then produce instant 
solutions to highly technical and complex 
problems. 

This, it rs, is another solution time. 

Which | find unspeakably sad. 

We in Australia are the og vs tinkerers of 
soccer organisation in the world, possibly 
world champions many times over. 

We dream up hasty ideas and hurry to 
implement them with child-like enthusiasm 
before quickly abandoning them. 

‘And no wonder: the work that goes into our 


plans and blueprints is always insufficient, 
always based on superficially collected data 
and incorrect conclusions. 

This is how the PSL was started, in post- 
haste; this is how it is now being dismantled. 


And just before you want to convince me 
that | am wrong: the German Bundesliga was 
preceded by FOUR years of solid research 
and preparation... 


Nothing permanent 


Australian soccer, in its impatient, almost 
neurotic search for a place in the sun, lacks 
consistency. Nothing in our game is perma- 
nent except our frustration and mild form of 
neurosis. 

Most of us are unable to understand why, 
despite seemingly Herculean efforts over the 
years, soccer (and here | have in mind ot 
Spectator-supported, senior soccer), still 
ranks way below our ‘national sports.’ 

So we keep changing the rules, club- 
names, point systems, league compositions 
and anything else we can think of madly 
hoping to stumble on a surefire medicine. 

It's like somebody hoping to solve that 
irritating Rubik-Cube through sheer luck. 

What is about to happen to the NSL has 
already happened to the Interstate Champion- 
ships, the Rothmans, Federation and Au- 
stralia Cup and, more recently, to the NSL Top 
Four series. 

They were started with high hopes and 
when they didn’t produce instant miracles, 
were chucked. 

| am not suggesting that the NSL is aviable 
commercial proposition; but then what is in 
Australian soccer? 

Surely not the NSW State League where 
attandances at times hardly reach 100. 

It could be that we don’t need an NSL or 
even a semi-professional state league; it's 
possible that Australia, like so many other 
countries in the world, is destined to remain in 
the amateur or possibly part-time ranks.
